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REPORT. 


The  Council  for  the  year  ending  13th  November  1901 
have  to  report  to  the  Annual  Assembly  of  Academicians 
as  follows  : — 

I.  The  Seventy-fifth  Exhibition  was  opened  on  Satur- 
day the  16th  of  February,  and  was  closed  on  Saturday  the 
25tli  of  May.  It  comprised  705  Paintings  in  Oil  and 
Water-Colour,  38  works  in  Sculpture,  47  Architectural 
Drawings  (inclusive  of  two  Models),  a number  of  Etchings, 
and  Drawings  in  Black  and  White. 

II.  At  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy,  held  on 
13th  February,  Pittendrigh  Macgillivray  was  elected  to  the 
rank  of  Academician  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  W.  E.  Lockhart 

III.  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy  will  be 
called  upon  in  February  1902  to  elect  an  Academician  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  G.  W.  Johnstone. 
The  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy  will  also  be  called 
upon,  in  February,  to  elect  an  Academician  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  John  Lavery,  E.S.A.,  he  having  left 
Scotland  and  become  resident  in  England. 

IY.  At  a General  Assembly  of  the  Academy,  held  on 
20th  March,  E.  Gemmell  Hutchison,  E.  A.  Hornel,1  and 
William  Walls  were  elected  to  the  rank  of  Associate. 

1 Mr.  Hornel  did  not  take  up  liis  election. 
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Y.  The  Librarian  and  the  Curators  of  the  Library  report 
as  follows  : — 

“ The  Library  was  open,  as  usual,  on  Monday  evenings,  during 
the  session  of  the  Life  Class,  from  November  12th  till  June  24th 
— 28  evenings  in  all. 

“The  aggregate  attendance  was  273,  a considerable  increase  on 
that  of  any  recent  year.  As  in  past  sessions  those  making  use  of 
the  Library  were  mostly  students  of  the  Life  Class. 

“The  permission  obtained  from  the  Council  last  year,  to  allow 
students  to  borrow  a certain  class  of  the  books,  was  largely  taken 
advantage  of  during  the  course  of  the  session,  and  the  volumes 
borrowed  were  invariably  returned  within  reasonable  time  and  in 
good  condition. 

“For  the  convenience  of  members  resident  in  the  country,  the 
Library  was — from  the  beginning  of  the  year,  open  from  4 to  5 on 
Monday  afternoons. 

“ The  books,  drawings,  and  prints  are  in  good  condition,  and 
catalogued  up  to  date.

YI.  The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Visitors  of  the  Life 
School : — 

“The  Session  of  1900-1901  commenced  on  12th  November 
1900  and  finished  on  28th  June  1901.  There  were  125  meetings 
of  the  Class,  and  the  aggregate  attendance  amounted  to  1493. 

“ The  Visitors  of  the  Life  School  have  pleasure  in  reporting 
that  the  session  has  been  marked  by  seriousness  and  enthusiasm  on 
the  part  of  the  students,  and  also  by  good  attendance  and  discip- 
line. The  drawings  in  many  cases  reach  a high  mark  of  excellence 
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and  intelligence  : the  paintings  being  less  successful  but  sound 
and  earnest.  The  modelling  is  very  promising.  A new  feature 
— that  of  exhibiting  in  the  class-room  the  prize  paintings  of  former 
students,  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  students.  It  is  hoped 
the  comparison  of  methods  may  have  a good  effect. 

“ The  number  of  competitors  for  the  Stuart  Prize  also  shows  an 
increasing  interest  in  design,  and  the  composition  of  figures.

VII.  The  Council  regret  having  to  record  the  death  of 
G.  W.  Johnstone,  R.S.A.  Born  at  Glamis,  Forfarshire,  in 
1851,  he  came  to  Edinburgh  at  the  age  of  thirteen,  and 
was  employed  for  a number  of  years  as  a cabinetmaker. 
He  early  showed  a decided  taste  for  landscape  painting, 
and  in  1872  exhibited  for  the  first  time  in  the  Annual 
Exhibition  of  the  Academy  two  works,  “ On  the  Kerbit  ” 
and  “Old  Cottage  near  Brechin.”  In  1876  he  became  a 
student  of  the  Board  of  Manufactures’  School  of  Design, 
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where,  in  course  of  his  study,  he  gained  a bronze  medal  for 
drawing  from  the  antique.  He  was  admitted  as  a student 
to  the  Life  School  of  the  Academy  in  1877,  and  thereafter 
his  attention  was  wholly  directed  to  landscape  painting  as 
a profession.  From  the  year  when  he  first  exhibited,  he 
was  constantly  and  liberally  represented  in  the  Annual 
Exhibition  of  the  Academy.  Lowland  scenery  mainly 
supplied  him  with  subjects.  An  indefatigable  worker,  he 
produced  many  works  both  in  oil  and  in  water-colour. 
Among  the  most  characteristic  are : — -“  The  Kye  Cornin’ 
Hame”  and  ‘‘Woodland  Ford  near  Juniper  Green,”  1875; 
“The  Approach  of  Spring,”  1878;  “Quiet  Waters,”  1880; 
“Tweed’s  Clear  River”  and  “A  May  Day,”  1882;  “In 
Spring-time  o’  the  Year,”  1883;  “A  Lowland  River”  and 
“Yon  Burnside,”  1884;  “On  the  Esk,  Canobie,”  1885; 
“Borderland,”  1887;  “The  Music  of  Solitude,”  1889  ; 
“ Dunlappy  Ford,  Edzell,”  1890;  “ Glam  is,”  1893;  “Where 
the  Burnie  Rins  into  the  Sea,”  his  Diploma  work ; “ Straw- 
berry Time,”  1899;  “When  the  Wind  blaws  cauld,  when 
the  Burn  rins  bauld,”  1901.  Among  his  works  in  Water- 
colour are  : — “ On  the  Esk,  Canobie,”  1885  ; “ Dunottar,” 
1887 ; “St.  Monance,”  1889.  He  was  elected  an  Associate 
of  the  Royal  Scottish  Academy  in  1883,  and  an  Acade- 
mician in  1895.  His  death  took  place  on  22nd  February 
at  his  residence  in  Edinburgh. 

VIII.  The  Council  have  to  report  that,  in  accordance 
with  resolution  of  the  Academicians  of  28th  January,  a 
humble  address  of  sympathy  and  condolence  with  the 
King’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty  on  the  death  of  his  beloved 
and  revered  mother,  Queen  Victoria,  and  a humble  expres- 
sion of  congratulation  on  His  Majesty’s  accession  to  the 
Throne,  was  prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of 
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State  for  Scotland  for  presentation  to  His  Majesty.  To 
which  a most  gracious  reply  was  received.  A copy  of  the 
address  and  reply  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

IX.  The  Council  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that 
His  Gracious  Majesty,  in  continuation  of  the  mark  of  Royal 
favour  conferred  on  the  Academy  by  Her  late  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  graciously  assented  to  the  Diplomas  of 
Members  of  the  Academy  being  granted  under  the  Royal 
Sign  Manual. 

X.  The  Council  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  that 
on  24th  October,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Installation  of  the 
Right  Hon.  Lord  Balfour  of  Burleigh,  K.T.,  Secretary  for 
Scotland,  as  Chancellor,  the  University  of  St.  Andrews 
conferred  the  Honorary  Degree  of  LL.D.  on  Sir  George 
Reid,  P.R.S.A.
